TO BE CO.MPLETEO 

Work Ke.suiued on i' inishing Hie 

World’.s Hreatest .Astrono¬ 
mical Instrunient 

Although enough tests havt' 
lieen made on the new 100-inch 
lens at the .Mount Wil.son Obser¬ 
vatory to prove its success as 
the greatest astronomical 
achievement in the world, the 
war tias so delayed the comple¬ 
tion of the numerous instru¬ 
ments to be attached to the giant 
telescope that practically no 
ssork has lieen done of a 
scientific nature. 

The lens was carried up .Mt. 
Wil.son a year ago and was care¬ 
fully placed in its position in 
the tele.scoiK' prepared before¬ 
hand for it. WOrk was started at 
the ob.servatoi'y shops in nearby 
Pa.sadena on the instruments 
that ai'e to be attached to the 
tele.sco|xu but when the entire 
output of the shops was turned 
over to the govei nment and war 
orders were taken, the work on 
the tele.scope instruments was 
postponed. 

W’ork has now been resumed 
on the delicate instruments of 
precision with which the adjust¬ 
ments are made for ob.servation. 
It is these parts that make it 
[lossible to keep a star in exact 
focus for hoLii's at a stretch as 
it moves across the heavens. It 
is ex|)ected they will be comple- 
ed .so that ob.servations can be 
commenced .soon after the first 
of the year. 

The entire astronomical world 
is awaiting the results of .scien¬ 
tific re.search that will be started 
when the telescoix; is finally 
completed.

MAKING NEW MAP 

OF THE MOUNTAINS 

Survey Now Under Way to Bring 
Government Maps Down 
To Date

The W'ar Department, the 
the Geological Survey and the 
United States Forest Service are 
co-ojierating in a new survey of 
the Sierra Madre .Mountains 
north of this city foi' the pur- 
IHKse of making new and inqiort- 
ant maps for the u.ses of the gov¬ 
ernment. The work of the sur¬ 
vey and the prejiaration of the 
data has already begun. 

S. N. Stoner of San Francisco, 
an official of the United States 
Geological Survey, is in general 
charge of the work at pre.sent. 
.Assisting him are six United 
States .Army engineers, delegat¬ 
ed for the work by the War De- 
partment, and two lorest .service 
j engineers. They started their 
work on .Mt. Wilson. 

It is estimated that the task 
will occupy three months, result¬ 
ing in accurate surveys and loca¬ 
tion of .')0P miles of mountain 
roads and Slid miles of trails in 
this range. It is hoiied to have 
the data ready for the actual 
making of the maps next sum¬ 
mer. 

.Among the changes from jire- 
vious maps, which now are out 
of date, as they do not include 
important roads and trails, will 
be the designation of Sister El¬ 
sie Peak as I.ukens Peak, in 
honor of the well know n Pasa¬ 
dena naturalist who.se' death oc¬ 
curred in the jiast year.
